it. To people like myself, “á have un- 
fortunately hel to hunt whales, how- 
ever, phrases like that must always seem 
utterly inadequate. | 
Whaling is no longer a question of ex- 
ploitation or even over-exploitation. It 
is 4 much more serious problem of whole- 
sale slaughter. In the past, the equip- 
ment and methods of the average whaler 
were so clumsy that whales had a sporting 
chance of existing and multipl their 
kind; but to-day they are — 1 — 


sary and very useful pursuit. What 
worried me was the stupid, ridiculous and 
short-sighted fashion in which our fleet 
slaughtered the animals. . 
From time to time the whaling com- 
panies all over the world advance the 
plea, when they are accused of “ over- 
exploitation, that their captains always 
avoid killing cows and calves, as far as 
possible. But how is even the most ex- 
perienced Norwegian skipper to tell if the 
back he sees arched. for a breathless 
second above the water is that of a cow, a 
fairly large calf, or a fairly small whale? 
The truth of the matter is that he is 
hardly ever in a position to tell, and, 
rather than miss a chance of a good 
catch, he will shoot at any hump within 
ten fathoms’ reach. 

The proportion of cows and calves taken 
by our ship was very high. Day after 
day, for eight munths, we put out from the 
factory at about four o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and almost every night we returned 
at about ten or eleven o'clock with one or 
two whales in tow. On what our skipper 
regarded as his lucky days—he got a 
bonus for every whale that he shot-—we 
returned to the factory as many as three 
times. 


THE MAD SKIPPER. 

Often 1 have seen a young whale follow- 
ing the ship distractedly in such a fashion 
that I could only conclude that we had 
killed its mother. Then 1 would Jock. 
down from my position ia the crow’s nest 
on to the blueish-white, corrugated body 
floating alongside the ship and see ten- 
feet sharks slide alongside, turn on their 
sides and dart back with big chunks of 
whale flesh in their jaws. 

Our crew, including the skipper and the 
coloured stokers, numbered ten. We 
could do from twelve to fifteen knots, and 
were fitted with one harpoon-gun poised 
right on the bows of the vessel. When 
the look-out man saw a blow, the skipper 
would walk on to the platform, and pace 
round it like a mad man. A chance of a 
catch made him almost inhuman. He was 
not in the tradition of the mad skipper of 
„Moby Dick,“ though. He bagged his 
prey, not at any personal risk or through 
any individual skill. With the s cf 
his ship and his gun, he needed little skill | 
in killing his prey. Before the harpoon 
is properly inside the whale’s body a small 
grenade, fixed within its point, as a rule, 
killed it. All that the skipper has to do 
is to aim straight, and the machine does 
the rest. Even if the whale is not 
immediately. killed, it is quickly worn-out 
by straining at a 135-ton vessel. 

Neither the skipper nor the crew had 
any pride in their vessel. It was dirty, 
it stank, and not infrequently, as 
discovered to my cost, a skipper scuttled 
his ship if the company felt that it had | 
reached the time when it was likely to 
give them trouble. Their one thought was 
to make money as quickly as possible, and 
to get home to run a fishing smack or 
small farm of their own. 

No one ever thought of the future—of 
killing whales judiciously and giving them 
a chance to increase. Several of the old 
hands on board told me that, even in their 
experience, they had noticed a marked 
decrease in the wealth of whaling fields. 
Yet employers in that season declared a 
fifty per cent. dividend; and that, I 
suppose, is all that mattered to them.

LAND PURCHASE ANNUITIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin. — As an annuity payer under the 
Wyndham Act, I would like elucidation on 
one or two matters arising out cf Mr.

SIR R. TERRY'S TRIBUTE TO 


THE CHOIRBS. 

The Greystones Roman Catholic Church Choir 
conducted by the Rev. Father Murnane, was 
awarded the Joseph Sarto Memorial Cup for 
Plain-Song. 

In adjudicating on the competition, Sir 
Richard Terry said:—I told you last year 
how. much I had been surprised, first, at the 
competence in the singing of the choirs; 
secondly, at the large numbers in 
for the competition. This year I 
have to note the fact that, not only 
is there a larger number entering, but the 
standard of proficiency is increased beyond 
anything I could have imagined. Last year 
I had to tell a number of choirs that their 
fault was sentimentalising the chant; others 
I had to tell that they were singing in a 
rigid mannes. There are two methods of 
rendering a chant with which we, naturally, 
do not agree—the French method, which 
sentimentalisés it, and the German fashion, 
which hammers it out like an iron bar on an 
anvil—in one, flexibility to the extent of 
sentimentality; in the other, firmness to the 
extent of rigidity. Now, I could not have 
imagined last year that two bad faults like

much stress on a syllable that in Latin 
should be unaccented; some choirs unduly 
emphasised the tonic accent. 


Modern composers to-day are going back | 


to the free rhythm you exemplified in 
plain-song. The curse of classical music was 
that people confused rhythm and metre; to 
the modern to-day rhythm too frequently has 
come to mean metre. Remember rhythm to 
free unmetrical text is one of the most free 
and unfettered things in music People will 
tell you that plain-song is only something 
that requires a great deal of practice. But 
it is worth it, and yon have demonstrated 
that. They will say that you will never get 
large bodies to make any effect. You had 
here the effect of combined choirs, which has 
given the lie to that. 
A GREAT MOVEMENT. 

I have weighed my words very carefully, 
and I have told you what I think. 1 have 
not been paying you idle compliments, but 
have told you what, as a musician, I felt it 
was my duty to say. Do not flag in this—I 
know it has been a labour of love to you. 
You can have no idea of the far-reaching 
effects of this movement you started last 
vear. I offer my sincere felicitations to 
Ireland, which in this century of change and 
flux, with everything in the melting pot, has 
started a movement which is going to go 
round the whole world. 

The cup was then presented to the Rev. 
Father Murnane for Greystones Catholic 
Church Choir. 

Of the thirty-eight choirs that competed, 
twenty-two obtained eighty marks or over, no 
choir being marked lower than seventy-one.

At Hampstead 
women have a majority of 15,701, while at 
Marylebone they are in a majority of 
15,607, and at St. George's in a majority 
of 11,922. Women are also in the maiority 
in Dulwich, Camberwell, Fulham, Hackney 
Shoreditch, Stoke Newington, Westminste- 
and Ealing. Outside London, Bouriw.

41,438 women on the electorate, against

London's spell of dry weather, the driest 


first fon! months of the, year since records 
| began in 1815. was broken yesterday and

Hu Han-min, Chairman of the Legisla- 
tive Man at Nanking, and other civilian 
leaders of the Kuomintang (Nationalist 
Party) are doing their utmost to maintain 
peace, but well-informed observers con- 
sider that a fresh struggle is inevitable, 
unless Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang withdraws

BUSY MORNING IN HIS

this evening for Dublin in a Gypsy-Moth 
aeroplane piloted by Colonel Charles 
Russell. 

It was not until mid-day, when weather 
conditions promised definite improve- 
ment, that arrangements were made for 
the flight. Mr. Congrave was extremely 
p to have the. opportunity of. 
making his third trip in an aeroplane, 
especially as in this case it saved him 
at least four and a half hours tedious 
journey by road after a fatiguing day. 
A large crowd assembled at Lakelands, 
three miles from Cork, to see his 
departure. Colonel Russell had arrived 
from Baldonnel about three o'clock, and 
circled over Cork City sevéral times before 
he decided to land at Lakelands, where 
no ‘plane has descended since the 
stormy year of 1922. 

Accompanied by local Government 
deputies, members of the Cork Harbour 
Board and other prominent Cork citizens. 
the President arrived at Lakelands about 
5.40, donned the flying kit which Colonel 
Russel] had brought for him, and entered 
tho machine. i 
The ‘plane took off beautifully after 
taxi-ing about a hundred yards, and soared 
into the skies, amidst cheers and much 
waving of hats and handkerchiefs from 
the onlookers.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

At the opening of to-day’s session of the 
Preparatory Commission for the Disarmament 
Conference, Lord Cushendun made an im- 
portant announcement that Great Britain and 
certain British Dominions were ratifyihg the 
Geneva Protocol of 1 against the use 
in warfare of aspbyxiating and poisonous 
gases, and of bacteriological methods of war- 


are. 

Lord Cushendun said that he was 
authorised to state that the British Govern- 
ment had decided to ratify immediately the 
Geneva Gas Prutocol, subject to the following 
reservations :— 

1— His Majesty's Government are bound by 
the Protocol only viseieris those other 
States which have signed and ratified the 
Protocol, or adhere thereto. 

2—His Majesty's Government cease to be 
bound by the F rotocol ris-d-ris any enemy 
States whose armed forces c whose allies do 
not respect the Prot col. 

Lord C ‘said that he had alsa been 
asked to announce on behalf of the Govern- 
ments of Australia, New. Zealand, 80. 
Africa and the Irish Free State that th» 
desired similar statements to be made on 
their behalf. 

Lord Cushendun’s declaration was followed 
by one from the Canadian delegate, Dr. 
Riddell, stating that his Government also had 
the intention oí ratifying the Protocol, subject 
to the same reservations regarding reciprocity. 

The Protocol in question says,: RA, 

“ Whereas, the use in war of asphyxiating, 
poisonous or other gases, and of all 
analogous liquids, materials or devices has 
been justly condemned by the general 
opinion of civilised countries ; and 

‘Whereas, the prohibition of such use has been 
declared in treaties, to which the majority 
of the Powers of the world are parties; to 
the end that this prohibition shall be univers- 
ally accepted as a pact of international law, 
binding alike the conscience and the practice 
of nations, | 

Declare that the high contracting parties, 
so far- as they are not already parties to 
treaties prohibiting such use, accept this pro- 
hibition, agree to extend this prohibition to 
the use of bacteriological methods of warfare, 
and agree to be bound, as between them- 
selves, according to the terms of this 
declaration.”

HORSES UPSTAIRS. 

For next week's Show, the entriés in all 
departments have reached a figure which 
indicates, without doubt, the increasing 
popularity of this representative all- 
Ireland display of pedigree live stock and 
dairy produce, as well as agricultural 
implements and machinery. Demands on 
the space of the Royal Dublin Society are 
now so great that at the May and August 
Shows the premises have become very 
congested ' 
Owing to the absence oí further ground 
ma for development, the remedy for 
this state of affairs would seem to be the 
construction of double-decker buildings. 
This fact is recognised by the Council of 
the Royal Dublin Society, and it is 
probable that we shall soon see horses and 
other live stock being exhibited upstairs 
at Ballsbridge.

THE BUTTER-MAKING. 

It is remarkable how these butter- 
making competitions have caught on. The 
Society, in its working dairy, has only 
been able to arrange for fifteen competi- 
tors at a time, and in an endeavour to 
overcome .the difficulty of dealing witb 
a large entry; competitions have been 
arranged for each morning and afternoon, 
thus allowing thirty competitors to work 
each day. Proof that home butter- 
making is still much in faTour, despite 
the development of creameries, - afforded 
by the fact that the actual number of 
entries for eich day were in the 
neighbourhood of ninety. As only one- 
third of these could be accommodated. the 
Society, by means of a ballot, had to 
refuse sixty entries Per day. 

Such a flow f entries shows the interest 
that is being taken in this branch of 
agriculture, and the aesire of da*rymaids 
to win the Diploma of the Royal Dublin 
Society. Amongst the entrants will be 
a strong contingent from Northern 
Ireland.
